In 
addition to a fine of $75, Gant was 
given a 60-day sentence in the coun- 
ty jail, which was suspended under 
the following consideration which 
were signed by him: 


"In consideration of the suspen- 


sion of sentence in the above case, 
I do promise to:: 


First—Pay the medical and surgi- 


cal fees of Miss Norma Larick caus- 
ed by a recent accident in which I 
was a party; 


Second—Not to drink any intoxi- 


cating liquor for a period of six 
months; 


Third—Not to drive a motor vehi- 


cle in Covina for a period of six 
months; 


And I understand and agree that 


if I fail any or either of the above 
promises, the sentence of sixty days 
imposed and suspended will forth- 
with be in full force and effect. And 
I waive all right to object to the 
said sentence. 
' Said sentence is suspended for a 
period of six months upon the agree- 
ment and promise of the defendant 
herein, signed and filed, and the, 
same shall be ineffectual for any pur- 
pose after a period of six months, 
provided, however, if any of said 
promises shall be broken or violated 
within six months, then this suspen- 
sion shall forthwith be canceled and 
said sentence shall thereupon 'be in 
full force and effect, and said defen- 
dant shall thereupon be imprisoned 
in the county jail of Los Angeles 
county for a period of sixty days.

as designed by Chief County Flood 
Control Engineer Regan was voiced 
in a report to the board of supervis- 
ors last week by two nationally- 
known engineers. 


The plans were approved with only 


a few suggested minor 
changes, 


which Mr. Reagan and his staff will 
study before deciding whether they 
will be incorporated in the finished 
details. 


The approval came to tho super- 


visors in the form of an exhaustive 
report by D. C. Henny, consulting 
engineer, with offices in Portland, 
and J. D. Galloway, San Francisco 
consulting engineer. Both men are 
noted for their work. Th«y were se- 
lected by the supervisors from a list 
of six reputable consulting engineers 
submitted to the board by Engineer 
Reagan. 


After analyzing the various prob- 


lems confronted in the construction 
of the dam, considering tho plans 
submitted by Reagan and suggesting 
changes of comparatively minor na- 
ture, the report of the two engineers 
concludes, in part, as follows: 


"We 
are of the opinion that 


when the object of the requirements 
as herein outlined is held strictly in 
view and their general spirit is 
obseved- in the design and under 
close and intelligent inspection in the 
execution of the work, entire safety 
of the dam will be secured and de- 
mands of operation can be met, it 
being of necessity taken for granted 
that the spillway and outlet require- 
ments given us will not be seriously 
overtaxed by floods." 


The engineers pointed out that in 


their study and report they were 
not concerned with a comparison of 
the merits of the various damsites 
in the San Gabriel canyon. 


The board of supervisors called 


them in to study Reagan's plans 
and to give their opinion as to 
•whether a dam of the type and de- 
sign he proposed can safely be built 
at the forks site. The step was tak- 
en, it was explained, for the satisfac- 
tion of all parties concerned, includ- 
ing Reagan and his engineers, the 
board itself and the taxpayers, as a 
matter of prudence considering the 
gigantic nature of the project and 
the tremendous interests at stake. 


The engineers' 
report makes a 


particular point of the fact that 
because of tho great size of this 
dam they have been keenly aware 
of the 
need of conservatism in 


their conclusions and have 
acted 


accordingly, always with the pub- 
lic safety 
and common weal in 


miad. They point out that the pro- 
posed dam, being larger than any 
dam now existent, 
there 
is 
no 


precedent 
to guide them and so 


again they have been particularly 
cautious in their procedure. 


They cite as rivals of the San 


line, who studied the dam site 
from the point of the ability of 
the rock formation to carry the 
tremendous load. Prof. Lawson de- 
clared the 
rock entirely satisfac- 


tory in every wav. Touching upon 
the possibility of earthquakes, he 
reported that the rock structure at 
and around the dam site is such 
•as to eliminate danger. 
The hills 


around tho dam site would first have 
to be leveled by an earthquake be- 
fore the dam could be destroyed by 
an earth shock, he reported. 


Supervisor McClellan, chairman of 


the board's flood control committee, 
expressed gratification that Reagan 's 
plans received the substantial in- 
dorsement of the 
consulting 
engi- 


neers. 
"It shows that we are proceeding 


on the right track," he said. Henny 
and Galloway will make further stu- 
dies and reports on other projects 
under the $35,000,000 flood control 
bond issue. 


Mr. Reagan announced that his 


staff will go to work immediately 
preparing plans and specifications 
for the railroad to be constructed 
from tho mouth of San Gabriel can- 
yon to the dajn site.

(From the California Citrograph) 


From May 9, ,1925, until the end 


of the Valencia shipping season, Aug- 
ust 28, the Charter Oak Citrus asso- 
ciation—member of the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange—used the 
sodium hypoehlorite process in treat- 
ing its fruit for the prevention of 
blue and green mold decay in tran- 
sit. 


This process is the invention of 


H. B. Slater of Riverside, who for a 
considerable length of time has been 
working on the process and who has 
pending an application for patent 
on it. In 1921 he secured a patent 
on his electrolytic colls, or batteries 
as the layman would call them, by 
means of which the sodium hypochlo- 
rito used in this process is formed. 


The dny the last run was put 


Oak Citrus association Tvho called 
attention to the fact that since the 
process has been used in the plant 
not a worker in the house ha« exper- 
ienced a cold. 


Beginning at whnt is the reverse 


of the chronological order of things, 
it should be stated that Manager 
Hoogendyk 
expressed himself 
as 


greatly pleased with what had been 
accomplished by the process at his 
packing house, with the reports con- 
cerning the conditions of the fruit 
upon its arrival at the market and 
the good prices which it had com- 
manded. 


In a nut shell, he stated that 162 


cars of valencias had been shipped 
from the house since the process was 
installed. Reports had been had from 
the markets as to the condition of 
121 of these cars upon arrival at 
destination. With the exception of a 
few cars shipped while there was a 
breakdown in the treating machin- 
ery during the season, all the fruit 
shipped reached marKet in fine con-

rograph visited the plant at Charter wag reported 
Oak and watched the process, tasted 
the briny solution through which the 
fruit passes in its decay-prevention 
course, saw the thin oil applied by 
means of a special machine, watch- 
ed the polishing of the fruit by 
means of the soft brushes, then wit- 
nessed the actual packing of the 
fruit and handled, smelled and tasted 
the fruit and rind after it was ready 
for shipment and also inspected sam- 
ples of treated fruit that had been 
put away for test inspection. 


And right here is a human interest 


side of the matter. It was Manager 
William Hoogendyk of the Charter

On the fruit which was shipped 


without the treatment during the 
breakdown, Mr. Hoogemlyk says one 
car had five per cent decay reported, 
and another three per cent. Two or 
three others had one per cent. This 
contrasted with the other fruit, which 
had bren treated by the sodium.hy- 
pochU-rite process. The prices which 
the valencias from the Charter Oak 
house commanded and the repeat or- 
ders for the same brands of fruit 
have been the source of much com- 
ment. Another factor to which Mr. 
Hoogendyk called attention was that 
all of the fruit treated had been 
through the sweating process, and 
because of the freedom of decay he 
regarded this showing made in the 
treated fruit in the markets and the 
demand which it created for repeat 
orders, as rather remarkable. 


No attempt will be made here to 


describe the process technically or 
from a chemist's standpoint. In fact, 
the technique of the process is not 
at present being divulged, and will 
not be until the patent pending on 
it has been issued. 


The principal agent used in treat- 


ing the fruit is a brine of common 
salt and water, at house tempera- 
ture. No heat of any kind is used. 
The salt is put in a vat at night and 
goes into solution. Then follows the 
electrical treatment of the salt solu- 
tion through some special cells whicl: 
were devised and patented by Mr. 
Slater in 1921. Technically they are 
called "electrolytic cells.''' 


The solution is then started on its 


course and the oranges pass through 
it at two stages of its strength. 
They are immersed as they travel 
their course a total of seven minutes. 
In that time and by that means the 
fruit is sterilized against the devel- 
opment of blue mold or green mold 
decay. 
^- 


By means of an overflow arrange- 


ment from the main treating tank, 
the fruit .firjst passes into a tank 
where^ th^stjjutJon has of necessity 
lost some, of it's strength. There the 
dirt and sopVpr other accumulations 
on the fruit are removed. Here no 
soap is used, the solution itself being 
a good cleansing agent. The fruit 
then passes through a spray of fresh, 
clean water as it travels into the 
brushes, as the full strength solution 
in the brushes is unnecessary. 


The fruit after being washed pass- 


es over a conveyor, where it drips 
and partially dries. Then it enters 
the treating solution at its greatest 
strength, in the main treating tank, 
and where it gets its final steriliza- 
tion. 


After 
a 
few minutes' 
travel 


through this tank it automatically 
goes on its ..way to the dryer and 
then to another piece of apparatus 
where it is treated to a light coating 
of oil. In thia the oranges roll ove».- 
an oscillating cradle covered with 
oil-saturated toweling. And, in pass- 
ing, it may be said that this toweling 
after being used for weeks showed 
almost no indication of soil. This 
showed that the fruit is thoroughly 
clean upon leaving the bath. A final 
polishing over soft brushes completes 
the operation. 


The oiling process has been used 


since July 20. This is done to bright- 
en the fruit and to prevent evapor- 
ation and shrinkage. The oil does 
not, 
however, seal the breathing 


pores of the fruit. Demonstrations 
show that the fruit which had been 


;hus treated showed no shrinkage 
and was as firm after a month's 
time ns the day it was packed. 


The fruit then goes to the graders 


and packers. It is a peculiar thing 
that 
although 
the fruit when it 


conies from the oil treatment has a 
distinct "feel" of oily substance, 
the oil does not transfer to the tis- 
sue wraps. They are just as dry and 
fresh as on fruit which has not been 
subjected to the oil treatment. 


There is noticeable throughout the 


packing house a clean odor as of 
chlorides, and when the fruit comes 
from the washer it boars a slight 
chlorine odor. However, that soon 
passes away. The .writer 'asted the 
fruit and the rind of .fruit after it 
had been packed for si-ipment and 
found nothing of this. This question 
on the point of taste was raised by 
the writer with the thought that 
children might detect this flavor 
when biting into the orange rind, as 
they often do. But in this case no 
flavor was noticeable. 
However, 


should there be such a thing notice- 
able, there is nothing deleterious, 
about the sodium hypoehlorite. 
In 


fact, it is strongly recommended in 
some quarters as a health stabilizer. 
This decay and evaporation preven- 
tion process is nevertheless appar- 
ently effective. 


Mr. Slater, who, by the way, was 


awarded the degree M..&. by'Drury 
college of Springfield, Missouri, in 
1889, and has been working and ex- 
perimenting on this process now for 
five years, does not make any ex- 
travagant claims for his process. 
He says that he has never claimed 
that the sodium hypoehlorite treat- 
ment would preserve fruit which 
had been severely cut and purposely 
inoculated with blue or green mold 
spores. Nor will it prevent decays 
which originate in the heart of the 
fruit and which are there before the 
treatment is administered. 


But he does claim that it will pre- 


vent blue and green mold from de- 
veloping in fruit while it is in tran- 
sit. The run at the Charter Oak pack- 
ing house and the tests of fruit 
which he has preserved in the base- 
ment of the latter packing house he 
says prove his contention. 


Mr. Slater makes no claim that 


the treatment will save the cost of 
shipping fruit without refrigeration. 
But he does say that it saves the 
first cost of $5 for prc-icing the cars. 
Although in his opinion, in early 
spring and summer, refrigeration 
may also be saved. 


The day that the Citrograph rep- 


resentative was at the Charter Oak 
house, Fred Stebler, of the Stebler- 
Parker company of Riverside, whose 
firm has been lending its efforts to- 
ward developing the process, was 
there closing up affairs connected 
with the tests for the season. This 
firm installed the equipment at the 
Charter Oak house for this treating 
process. 


Mr. Hoogendyk, in the presence of 


Mr. Slater, Mr. Stebler and the writ- 
er, stpted that the cost of labor, 
material and power for the use of 
the system, without including any 
charge for apparatus, overhead or 
depreciation, had been but $2.90 per 
car of fruitr' shipped. Mr. Slater had 
said that he had estimated that the 
cost would run eight-tenths of a 
cent a box, but Mr. Hoogendyk's 
figures showed this estimate to have 
been higher than actually developed. 


As the cost of pre-icing a car of 


fruit is $5, and as they had not 
found it necessary to pre-ice any of 
the cars treated by the sodium hypo- 
ehlorite 
process, 
Mr. 
Hoogendyk 


says that the operation had shown 
an actual saving in operating costs. 


The same process will be used next 


season at this house in the treatment 
of navels. 


Mr. Slater, the inventor of the 


process, is a native of Warwickshire, 
England. He is a man almost 76 
years of age but appears 
much 


younger. He is a vigorous worker 
and thinker. 
Some chemists have 


accorded to him the credit for the 
discovery of the electric -welding 
process, which has been of great 
value in mechanical operations. 
He 


has been in California since 1902 and 
attended Brown university as well 
as Drury, where the degree above 
referred to was conferred upon him. 


This is written simply as an in- 


teresting development in the prepar- 
ation of fruit for market, without 
desire to advocate its use, but simply 
to keep the grower informed as to 
what is new and what has been ac- 
complished in the Charter Oak house.
